250,000 more trees and shrubs to be planted.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS — TO DATE 


PALOS VERDES is now firmly established as a 7\[ew City. It is no longer to 
be regarded as a probability — it is an accomplished fact. J\ [o longer can it 
be spo\en of as “a coming place”. After a year and a half it has mate - 
rialized into a complete residential community — greater in its completeness 
than any other newly - developed district in America. 


H ERE’S a brief summary of what 
Palos Verdes has completed as 
February ist, 1925. 

Sold approximately 63 per cent of the 
lots in the entire subd vided area, 
to over 3000 men and women in 
every walk of life. 

32 miles of roads have been cut and 
graded. 

22 miles of road surfaced for imme- 
diate use. 

17 miles of water mains with com- 
plete plants and reservoirs. 

9 miles of gas mains. 4I/2 miles of 
storm drains. 

1 14 miles of underground conduits. 

6 miles of overhead electric service 
trunk lines. 


Constructed its own water system, 
drilled its own wells on the Property 
and produced a yield of 3,600,000 
gallons daily. 

Built its own nursery, costing $35,000 
and containing over half a million 
trees and shrubs. 

Planted over 40,000 trees and shrubs 
costing $20,000. 

Built a Community Hotel — La Venta 
— costing $36,000. 

Developed an 18-hole, all grass Golf 
Links, costing $108,000. 

Completed a Golf Club House which 
with landscaping cost $60,000. 

Completed 22 dwellings costing 
$300,000.00. 

Almost completed, a two-story Office 
Building in Malaga Cove Plaza to 
cost $51,250.00.
